Five to six inch rains in the T exas Hill Country I hursday 
night and early today flooded out 79 residents of a 
developm ent n ear Austin. The streets of New Braunfels 
w ere flooded and lightning hit electrical w in * and tran ­ 
sform ers in San Antonio 80 times. 
A c a r skidded on a wet highway outside San Antonio and 
killed a man. Lightning hit a San Antonio youth. Nine p er­ 
sons suffered m inor injuries near Austin, five ol them when 
wind overturned a trailer. 
High w ater rushing down a norm ally d ry creek bed in 
Garfield, near Austin, flooded a mobile house com m unity 
known as the Colorado R iver R anchettes. 
The D epartm ent of Public Safety used helicopters and 
boats to rescue 79 persons and take them to a public school in 
DeValle as w ater ran two feet deep through som e trailer 


houses. 
A tornado w as reported near B andera and a funnel cloud 
w as sighted north of San Marcos, w here 404 inches of rain 


fell Up to six inches fell a t New Braunfels.

D EA R P O L L Y — My Pet Peeve is with companies and 
organizations who send letters and packages addressed ll itll 
just the first initial and the last name.

In our small town where we have no 
street addresses there are four families with the same last 
name who are not even related. There are five ot us with the 
same first initial. Just imagine the mess at the post office 
when they have to just say “ Eenie, meenie, miney, mo 
ll ho 
gets this? “ Sign me R. Larson and no one will know who 
wrote this. — R L. 
D EA R P O L L Y - and Mrs. H.S. who wanted to keep 
geranium plants over the winter — I hope my way will help 
her next fall. Dig up the plants before frost to get all the 
roots. Lay them out to dry. When dry and brown-looking put 
in large brown grocery bags — not plastic ones — and tie 
closed. I keep the dry plants over the winter upstairs in a 
cool closet as old cellars have now become warm basements 
and are not good for storing plants. 
In March or early April open the bags and it plants look 
OK take them out and put to soak in water that covers the 
roots well and be sure they are kept under water. In a tew 
weeks they should show some green. When they do plant in 
empty two-pound coffee cans with good black dirt. Water 
well and keep damp. By Memorial Day or when the danger 
of frost is passed thev should be rooted enough to plant out 
doors. Good luck1 — M A R Y B. 
D EA R P O L L Y - and Mrs. H.S. - In the tall I dig up my 
geraniums, dry them and shake the dirt oft and then tie them 
(about three inches up from the roots) upside down on my 
clothesline and leave them tor about two weeks so mote di\ 
leaves and dirt fall off. Then they are hung in the basement 
by the roots to the water pipes in the coldest part ot the base­ 
ment. When they start to turn green in the spring and when 
the weather permits I plant them out doors. In three years I 
have lost only two plants and my friends have also been suc­ 
cessful with this method. - MRS. J.G. 
D EA R P O L L Y — Last fall when it was time to slip plants 
my geraniums were still so beautitul I hated to put them in 
the basement tor the winter storage and I had not had too 
good luck with that procedure any way. Last tall I put my 
slips in a jar of water and placed it on my sunny, south 
kitchen window sill. B y Christmas I had big blooms on my 
well-rooted slips. They have stayed green and I have kept 
the big leaves trimmed off so now foliage w ill come and they 
never get too dry. Bv spring my plants will be ready tor out­ 
door planting. That is it I can bear to take them away from 
the kitchen window. — M RS. T.C.

powdery 
growth. 
As 
the 
young leaves expand, they 
become curled and distor­ 
ted. On older leaves large 
white patches of the fungus 
appear and there is little 
d istortion.

fruiting bodies of the fungus 
are often embedded in the 
mildew patches, especially 
later in the season.
